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Chairman’s Report 


As most members are aware, 
I formally resigned my 
Chairmanship of the 
Federation on the 22 nd 
October 1999- It was with 
great sadness and regret 
that I placed my formal 
resignation before the 
Commission and I 
personally feel it 
appropriate that I provide 
members with a brief 
explanation of the 
circumstances surrounding my resignation. 

Earlier this year, on the 28"' February 1999,1 was elected as a 
Commissioner of Soccer Australia and pursuant to their Articles of 
Association I was required, within twelve months of that date, to 
resign my position as Chairman of the Victorian Soccer Federation. 

Shortly prior to that February Annual General Meeting of Soccer 
Australia I was urged to nominate for the Commission vacancy 
that was being created by the retirement of Mr. Don Di Fabrizio. I 
had never intended to seek a Commissioner's position so early into 
my second term as Chairman of the Victorian Soccer Federation. 
The reality was, however, that if I had not nominated, Victoria would 
have no effective national representation on the Soccer Australia 
Commission. Other State and Territory' Federation Presidents had 
quite publicly voiced their intentions of pursuing the vacancy. 

Once elected, I felt it incumbent on me to retain both positions 
until the end of this season. There was still some work that had to 
be finalised at the Victorian Soccer Federation and for the sake of 
stability and continuity I felt it was inappropriate for me to resign 
from Victoria so soon after my re-election as Chairman of the VSF. 
I chose to resign in October 1999 rather than February' 2000 in 
order to ensure that there was a clear perception, publicly and 
amongst stakeholders, that there would be a fair and unbiased 
election process for all positions at this year’s Annual General 
Meeting. 


Since my resignation I have taken time to reflect on the 
achievements of the Commission which was first established in 
1996. There is no doubt in my mind that the Commission has 
functioned effectively and has comprehensively fulfilled the 
promises made to the general meeting at that time. The 
Commission has restored the Federation’s credibility' and integrity, 
and has ensured the Federation’s long term financial viability. The 
Commission has also made the Federation more transparent and 
accountable in its day to day operations. 

The Commission has in the last three years achieved numerous 
notable successes e.g. an operation surplus for three consecutive 
years, club fees kept at record low levels, a complete revision of the 
Constitution, Regulations and Registration & Transfer Rules, a 
restructuring of all Leagues, an extension of the amateur status to 
the 2" d Division of the State League, licencing of apparel, a merger 
with Women’s Soccer Victoria, an introduction of junior soccer 
programs into schools and the Goalkick program, compulsory 
group insurance, development of an email and Internet site, 
addressing the Y2K problem, the introduction of a State League 
Cup, etc. 

The list of reforms is extensive and the reforms were achieved 
without fear, or in favour of, any sectional interests. I strongly 
recommend that all stakeholders support and encourage the 
Commission in its program of reform as there are still numerous 
and pressing issues to be addressed. 

The Commission must address the issue of the Referees. It needs 
to re-structure that organisation with a view to increasing their 
numerical strength, through improved conditions, effective 
recruiting and educational support and training. The Commission 
must also address the impact of the GST on the Federation and on 
member clubs with budgets in excess of $100,000, ensure the 
smooth transition of the re-structured Premier and State League 
competitions, complete the re-assessment of the ground criteria in 
conjunction with the Forum of Councils, Sport and Recreation 
Victoria and the various management committees, establish 
sufficient financial reserves to meet the future commitments and 
needs of the Federation, continue it’s search for a state soccer facility' 
which would allow us to stage national soccer championships, etc. 
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We must continue to be focused on our main objective of making 
soccer the number one sport in this state and country. The Olympic 
Games or World Cup qualifications for all their benefits and 
publicity would not in themselves address the inherent problems 
of soccer. Only continued and sustained hard work with a practical 
and impartial visionary outlook will help the game succeed. 

Finally I take this opportunity to thank all the Commissioners of 
the VSF, both past and present, the President Mr. George Wallace, 
the Deputy Chairman Mr. Manny Galanos, all of the Patrons, 
Trustees and life members for their friendship, loyalty, support and 
understanding over the last three years. Thank you also to the 
numerous volunteers who comprise the Appeals Board, Tribunal, 
I&D Committee, Provisional League Committee, Women’s League 
Committee, Premier League Management Committee, Junior 
Leagues Committee and the State League Committee. 

I also extend my sincere thanks and appreciation to the Chief 
Executive Officer, Mr. Geoff Miles, with whom I have had a close 
and hannonious working relationship, to Nadine Cohen, George 
Angelopoulos, Ian Greener and to all of the loyal and hardworking 
staff of the Federation who have contributed so much to the sound, 
professional and impartial administration of soccer in the State. 

To all of the sponsors of the Victorian Soccer Federation and in 
particular to VicHealth, Diabetes Australia-Victoria, Crazy John’s 
Mobileworld Communications, Covo Spoils and Sport & Recreation 
Victoria I say thank you for your loyal support and I hope that the 
close relationships that have been established will continue well 
into the future. 

Most importantly I would like to thank all of you, the members, 
for your support over the last three years. Without your support 
and dedication the Federation would not have made such a 
remarkable turnaround. I wish all of you the best for the 
forthcoming season and assure you that I will always be available 
to assist you both individually and collectively. I assure each and 
eveiy one of you that as a Commissioner of Soccer Australia I will 
represent your interests at all times and in all forums. May all of 
you and your families have a safe and joyous festive season.

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CEO’s Report 


During 1999 the Victorian 
Soccer Federation continued to 
make significant progress in 
the development of the game, 
through the implementation of 
the VSF’s strategic plan. 

A significant increase in 
participation at the junior level 
was achieved following the 
continued expansion of the 
teacher education programme, 
PASS, and rapid growth in the 
Goalkick programme. The introduction of Goalkick Centres in 
primary schools, YMCA’s and council venues has made our sport 
very accessible and will provide thousands of new juniors in future 
years. 

The VSF’s coaching and development staff have continued to provide 
clinics to meet school and community demand and for the first 
time the VSF co-ordinated a free super clinic in conjunction with 
our four National Soccer League clubs, at Olympic Park. 

The VSF has strengthened its relationship with the School Sport 
Unit of Education Victoria and is working closely to support the 
provision of soccer participation opportunities at both primary and 
secondary level. 

Coach education continues to be a priority and the introduction of 
the restructured coaching courses has been positively received. 

During the year, the VSF reached agreement with Women’s Soccer 
Victoria to amalgamate, which has allowed the VSF to provide 
administrative services for women’s soccer and access to 
development programmes at all levels for female participants. The 
VSF committed funding as a priority for the development of women’s 
soccer and the results have been veiy pleasing, especially the increase 
in female players. 

The VSF secured a place in the Ansett Australia Summer Series, the 
national women’s competition and supported the participation of 
teams in the national championships at the under 14, under 16 


and under 20 levels. The VSF looks forward to significant growth in 
women’s soccer. 

Senior and j unior leagues were keenly contested with strong growth 
in the number of players, particularly in our junior clubs. 

The Eat Well Live Well Premier League season was highlighted by 
Green Gully’s achievement as the champion club. George Jolevski 
from Melbourne Raiders won a third successive Eat Well Live Well 
Premier League Gold Medal, which was an outstanding 
achievement. 

Crazy John’s State League will be restructured for the 2000 season, 
providing regional divisions below division one and the 1999 season 
provided close competition for promotion. 

The Provisional League accepted a number of new clubs and the 
league competition in all divisions was closely contested. 

Congratulations to South Melbourne on their achievement in 
winning back to back Ericsson Cups and securing a place 
representing Oceania in the World Club Championships. 

The VSF continued to play an important role in the co-ordination 
of the Tynan Eyre Cup, which raises funds for the Victoria Police 
Blue Ribbon Foundation, making a valuable contribution to 
support the police and the community. 

Our support of The Smith Family’s ‘Learning for Life’ Programme 
continued in 1999 through a number of fund raising efforts. We 
provided a signed Manchester United shirt for The Smith Family 
Gala Auction, which raised $4,500 for their valuable community 
work helping disadvantaged families. 

The VSF is playing a key role in the organisation of Olympic Football 
matches to be held at the MCG in September 2000. As part of this' 
preparation, the VSF directed match day activity for the Socceroos 
games against Manchester United and Brazil at the MCG. Despite 
the controversy over player availability and the difficulties faced by 
promoters, both events provided an opportunity for the public to 
see some of the world’s best and support our national team, which 
is vital for the future of our sport. 
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We are looking forward to our involvement with the twelve games 
at the MCG and to hosting some of the world’s best teams in 
Melbourne next year. 

The partnership between the VSF, Leisure Action and Sport and 
Recreation Victoria provided an expanded wheelchair soccer 
competition supported by VSF clubs and with the funding support 
of VicHealth, a wheelchair soccer development programme was 
commenced in 1999- 

The strong demand for soccer that we are experiencing at all levels 
has highlighted a serious shortage in the number of grounds 
available for club competition. In 1999, the VSF initiated a joint 
project with local government, Sport and Recreation Victoria and 
the Amateur Soccer Federation to review soccer facilities and to 
provide a basis for the future provision of facilities to meet the strong 
demand for our sport. 

Another critical challenge for our future growth is the recruitment 
and retention of a sufficient number of referees at all levels. We 
anticipate a major restructure of refereeing services to facilitate 
this objective. 

I would like to thank all members of League Management 
Committees, Disciplinary Committees, Tribunal and Appeals Board, 
who give up so much of their time to assist with the smooth running 
of league competition. 

Coaching and support staff involved in Victorian state teams and 
development squads devoted many hours to assist our elite players. 
I thank them for their commitment and congratulate them on the 
outstanding performance of our representative teams in 1999- 

Undoubtedly the highlight of our state teams programme, was the 
success of our women’s youth team and our under 16 boys team at 
the National Championships. 

The Victorian Institute of Sport continued to make an excellent 
contribution to the development of our elite players. The under 16 
state team was coached by Aaron Healey, the assistant coach at the 
MS and we thank the VIS for their continued support. 

Our Ansett Australia Summer Series women’s team, Victoria Vision, 
also performed well in our first year back in national competition, 
against very experienced opposition. 

Thank you to all match officials who have the most difficult job in 
our sport and to Soccer Referees Victoria and their appointment 
officers who do their best to provide referees on a weekly basis for 
junior and senior competition. 

The soccer media continued to work veiy hard to provide coverage 
for our game and we thank them for their support. The Australian 


Soccer Media Association of Victoria, chaired by Roy Hay, continued 
to provide valuable support to the game at all levels. 

The VSF appreciates the commitment of our sponsors to assist with 
the development of our game and the provision of service to all 
participating in our sport in Victoria. I would like to acknowledge 
the support of our major sponsors; VicHealth, Diabetes Australia- 
Victoria, Crazy John’s Mobileworld Communications, Coca-Cola 
Amatil, Covo Sports, Puma, K-Mart, Dow, Profax Communications, 
Oki andA-1 Sports Photography. 

I also acknowledge the support of apparel licensees; Covo Sports, 
Admiral, Attack and match ball licensees; Mitre, Real, Puma and 
Lotto. Royalties from licensing are committed to our junior 
development programmes. 

Sport and Recreation Victoria contributed funding for a number 
of key development projects, which included the soccer facility study 
and we thank them for their continued support of soccer. 

I would like to thank VSF Chairman, Joe Brondolino and all 
members of the Commission for their support during the year. 

On behalf of the VSF Commission, clubs, affiliated organisations 
and staff, I would like to thankjoe for his outstanding contribution 
as VSF Chairman since his election in 1996. We look forward to 
Joe’s contribution as a Soccer Australia Commissioner and I am 
sure that he will retain a strong interest in the development of soccer 
in Victoria. 

Thank you to the VSF Trustees and all officials involved with our 
affiliated leagues and clubs for their vital support and contribution 
to the development of the game. 

Finally, I would like to acknowledge and thank all VSF staff for 
their enthusiastic and professional commitment to providing the 
service to our competition and development activities.

The first annual “Crazy John’s Soccer Super Clinic” was held at 
ktnpic Park on September 30. The Clinic was a joint initiative 
rer.veen the VSF and the 4 Melbourne based NSL Clubs (South 
' 77 time. Carlton, Melbourne Knights and Gippsland Falcons). 
7Club provided high profile players to work with VSF Coaching 
-:.ur. VIS players and members of State Squads. The day was a 
meat success with over 1200 boys and girls attending. 


Victorian Primary School Sports 
Program (VPSSA) 

The VSF continued to support the VPSSA soccer program during 
1999 by once again sponsoring the boys and girls state teams. As 
well as financial assistance to prepare the team for the 
championships in Adelaide in August 1999, VSF staff assisted in 
the selection process and training sessions and organised practice 
matches with our clubs to prepare both teams. 

The results in Adelaide indicate we are still behind the other states 
but the on-going partnership between VSF and the VPSSA will 
improve in time, not only our quality and standards in primary 
schools, but the quantity of children playing the game. The focus 
is to offer a link between schools and local clubs and the VSF is 
working closely with the School Sports Unit, with very positive 
results. 

Victorian Institute of Sport 

The VSF and the VIS continue to enjoy a very strong working 
relationship and commitment towards youth development within 
the State. 

The majority of scholarships for the VIS are offered to boys who 
have come through the VSF Development Programs of Centres of 
Excellence, Development Squads and State Squads. 

VIS scholarship holders are often targeted by National League Clubs 
as well as attracting interest from the Under 17 and Under 20 
National Coaches and the Institute of Sport Head Coach at the AIS 
in Canberra. Victoria always hits a healthy number of players in 
all of these squads and it is recognised that the VIS program is a 
leader in the country amongst ITC programs. 

During 1999 Scott McDonald - VIS and Cranbourne SC broke a 
long standing record in our National League by playing for Morwell 
Falcons at the tender age of 151/2, making him the youngest player 
to play National League. 
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The VSF acknowledges the help and assistance Ernie Merrick and his 
VIS staff give to the VSF development programs and the support 
from Dr. Frank Pyke and Peter Spence towards soccer in this State. 

Coaching Courses 

With the launch of the new coaching scheme,we have not conducted 
as many courses as in previous years. However, during 1999 a 
number of the restructured courses were conducted, including the 
very popular Junior Licence. 

The new coaching scheme was launched with the National Director 
of Coaching, Mr Jim Selby, taking the first ever Intermediate Licence 
course held at Box Hill Soccer Club in February 1999- 

Victorian Soccer Federation coaches held an Intermediate Licence 
at South Melbourne Soccer Club for their NSL players. 

Coach Education Workshops 

Coach Education Programs were introduced this year with a great 
response from coaches. Qualified level three VSF coaches ran the 3 
hour workshops which included both practical and theory work 
for both accredited and non-accredited coaches. Coaches attending 
this course receive 2 points in their ACC point system. 

Hospital Clinics 

Eddie Grace, assisted by National Soccer League players, Victorian 
Institute of Sport players and Women’s State representatives assisted 
the Royal Children’s Hospital and Austin Hospital with soccer clinic 
activities. 

School Clinics 

Our VSF staff conducted 412 sessions at 95 schools during 1999- 
Over 20,000 children participated in these clinics. 

Lightning Premierships 

The Victorian Soccer Federation has assisted the School Sports Unit 
with Lightning Premierships, which is a soccer competition between 
different schools in a district. A Lightning Premiership was held at 
Heidelberg United Soccer Club in March 1999 for the Heidelberg 
District School Spoils Association with four grounds used for a total 
of 20 teams (220 children) involved. 

Goalkeepers Club 

The Goalkeepers Clubs provided a six month program for children 
interested in goalkeeping. There were two programs, one in the 
North West and one in the South East region. 


Planning a Soccer Session Program 

The PASS Program is a 3 hour ‘in-service’ soccer program for teachers. 
PASS is a comprehensive program covering both theory and practical 
work to assist teachers to build their confidence and capability to 
take soccer at their school. 

All participants received a resource manual and certificate of 
participation. 

HoHday Soccer Clinics 

During the school holidays, the Coaching and Development 
Department conduct various clinics, including three Dow Soccer 
clinics. Other clinics were held with Councils, in country areas and 
at a number of schools.

Wheelchair Soccer has seen good, steady development in 1999- The 
successful partnership between the Victorian Soccer Federation, 
Leisure Action (a division of the Spastic Society of Victoria) and 
Sport and Recreation Victoria has continued throughout the year. 
Financial support from Sport and Recreation Victoria has provided 
for a full time Development Officer and assistance from Diabetes 
Australia-Victoria (with funds provided by VicHealth) has provided 
for the Eat Well Live Well Schools Education Program. 

Some of the significant achievements in the past year have been: 

■ the introduction of the Altona Magic Wheelchair Soccer 
Team into the North West Competition 

■ successful completion of a series of three Come ’n Tiy 
days and a 5 week pilot competition in the Eastern 
metropolitan region 

■ participation by 7 schools in the Wheelchair Soccer 
Schools Education Program 

■ a new brochure was produced and distributed during the 
year, Wheelchair Soccer was added to the Victorian Soccer 
Federation web site and competition results were posted 
in the sports results. 

Overall, some 200 people with disabilities have been introduced to 
and involved in Wheelchair Soccer in the past year. This includes 
47 players in the North West 35 in the Southern and 25 in the 
Eastern Competitions. We currently have 4 referees who have 
achieved considerable experience in Wheelchair Soccer. Also, a 
great number of people have become involved in Committee and 
team administration, providing on-court support for players as well 
as students gaining work place experience for their recreation and 
disabilities studies. 

The development plan for the coming year proposes, amongst other 
things, integration of the players from the southern and eastern 
competitions into soccer clubs in their respective regions; a pilot 
competition in country' Victoria and a State Championship which 
will coincide with Olympic Football in Melbourne and the 
Paralympics in Sydney.

Property, Plant and Equipment 

Property, plant and equipment are brought to account at cost or at independent or directors' 
valuation, less, where applicable, any accumulated depreciation or amortisation. The 
carrying amount of property, plant and equipment is reviewed annually to ensure it is not in 
excess of the recoverable amount from these assets. The recoverable amount is assessed 
on the basis of the expected net cash flows which will be received from the assets 
employment and subsequent disposal. The expected net cash flows have not been 
discounted back to their present values in determining recoverable amounts. 

Acquisition 

Items of property, plant and equipment are recorded at cost and depreciated as outlined 
below. 


Revaluations 

The valuation of land and buildings is regularly reviewed and, where considered appropriate, 
revalued amounts are incorporated in the financial statements. This is in addition to the 
annual review for recoverable amount referred to above. 


Disposal of Revalued Assets 

The gain or loss on disposal of revalued assets is calculated as the difference between the 
carrying amount of the asset at the time of disposal and the proceeds on disposal, and is 
included in the results in the year of disposal. Any realised revaluation increment relating to 
the disposed asset standing in the asset revaluation reserve at the time of disposal is 
transferred to the capital reserve. 

Depreciation 

Items of plant and equipment are depreciated over their estimated useful lives. The straight- 
line method of depreciation is used. Items of plant and equipment are first depreciated in the 
year of acquisition. Buildings have not been depreciated as the Commission believe any 
depreciation charged would be offset by increases the building’s value.

Such 
contributions are charged against income.

Grants and members’ subscriptions received have been accounted for on an accrual basis.
